Growth Explained 

Uocheinist Speaks Of Chem- 
ical Advances 

The 'giiest speaker at the ^hemlcal 
Society meeting was Professor D. L. 
•Thomson, on the subject "The Chemis- 
try of Growth." At the opening of the 
meeting, a vote of sympathy for Lady 
Currie was passed. 

Professor Thomson spoke of the ad- 
vance of the chemistry of vitamins and 
of growth. Experiments with plants 
were performed, relating to the isola- 
tion of auxin, a growth-promoting sub- 
stance' peculiar to plants. He. described 
some experiments made by liipmann in 
connection, with the developrnent of 
organisons from a commoii egg to the 
grown frog. 

The gathering held last Fi-lday was 
well attended, oyer a hundred being 
preseijt.. .Professor Phillips, the Presi- 
dent of the Society acted as chairman 
of the meeting. 



Tlie speaker gave an account of 
the earlier racial history ' of the 
Jews, and then polntèd out the 
divergence into the Ashkenazlc and 
Sephardic types} the former settling 
in Central ahà ËàstemsEwope. the 
latter in Spain' arid'^^îff^edlter- 
rànean. countries. 

Dr. Husklns pointed out that 
within a race there are greater dif- 
ferences to be found than between 
the average! of two different races. 
Re then analyzed the phycholog- 
Ical as well as physical differences 
that exist between the Nordic and 
the Jew. He intimated that the 
Jew was more prominent as Inter- 
mediary and interpreter in any 
culture, rather than: primary pro- 
ducer, though he pointed out that 
here too exceptions xbuld:be found,' 
as. Einstein and Spinoza. "The

Great Brltahi and the United 
States, take opposite views on the 
question of whether capitalism can re 
vive of itself or wiUlhave to be re- 
formed. ' The British view is that 
cai>italism will revive of itself whereas 
the United States has -taken steps as 
experimental reform, :Éald the speaker. 
The, American exjirlment, the na- 
tional reooveo^ prograin, will be a de- 
cisive one and will show whether capi- 
talism can be reformed .or not. Mr 
Strachey went on -tot point . out the 
facers that caused tiie recent crisis 
and the experiments ibat the Ameri- 
can government has tried- in an ef 
fort, to overooipe these factors. "In 
the. essentials the ^new d^l' intensif |es 
those features whlçh' : produced the 
havoc, which- exists, iii thé world to 
day," stated the, speaker. 
''\ ' '.iSwM^iCrWs . 
The .features that 'brought about the 
crisis were, the over-expansion of 
credit, the idevelopnVènt of monopolies, 
and the Increase of mechanization. He 
endeavoured to show that the over' 
expansion of credit led to vast, over- 
production. Tho development .of 
monopolies drove many of the middle 
class capltalkts out of work and thus 
reduced the consuming power of the

The . Roosevelt policy is actually ac- 
centuating the situation,' said Mr. 
Strachey. ; The economic effect of 
ralstag : wages' . Is to put a maximum 
preiniuni on' mechanization. This Is 
precisely, what the "new deal " is do- 
ing. Thus the, sjwaicer showed that 
the system is defeating Its own pur- 
pojse. The monopolies have, been the 
OIÏÇS to draw up the codes for the 
various li\dustries. 

Effect of Monopolies 
They have done this at the expense 
of the smaller producers. Thus Mr 
Strachey showed tlmt the monopolies 
were growing instead of behig checked 
■Tlie lanser credit expansion that the 
Recovery under elther system will be 
possible . only at thé expense of the 
other fellow. The speaker expressed 
the ^opinion that copltallsm destroys 
Internal markets and drives dovm the 
consuming power of the masses. This 
leads to struggle and is the rea-.on why 
the armament industry Is the only 
prosperous hidustry today.

ONE of the last official acts of our late 
Principal was to sign the Annual Re- 
port of the Corporation for 1932-33. This 
comprehensive Report, covering the finan- 
cial, academic and general .standing and 
progress of McGill University, shows that 
the University has weathered the condi- 
tions of the last year in a remarkable way. 
There have been considerable curtailments 
of expènditures necessitated by a lessening 
of funds, but the University has continued 
at reasonably full strength and has made 
real progress. ,, . 

Other important diluwiires are made 
in theiRèport, which .^é^^pmerated else- 
whérë*iPthis paper. ^ClSaîr the total in- 
come for the past year is only $13,000 less 
than that of seven years ago is remark- 
able. Ho weverp;he; Report stresses the 
il'ying need for l'eitiedy of depletion in the 
,(^ital Account, and mentions steps that 
are being taken for such remedy. 

On the whole, however, the Report 
shows a generally héalthy Condition, one 
which many other similar organizations 
can be envious of. We feel that much of 
■ the credit may be given to the late Pririr

STUDENT government, and all that it 
stands for at McGill, received the at- 
yiièhtion it deserves when Gerald Ifalpenny, 
i:,frf^JPrèBiient of the Students* Èxecùtfvè Coun- 
cil, was afforded the opportunity of ex- 
plaining its purposes in a radio address last 
5,^ ^ Friday evening. 

3 ' Students at McGill are notoriously 
I' ; ignorant of the way in which their affairs 
are^managed and it i.s only the minority 
who-take the, trouble to find out the why 
and wherefore of the elections that are 
held annually on the campus. Indeed we 
fêél sure that we are not making too broad 
à 'statement when we say that many of 
the men who -are nominated to positions 
of this nature do not fully realize the scope 
^tthe duties they will be called upon to 
penôrm. 

It was probably a source of wonder 
to mahs^ho, listened to this broadcast to 
learn'fuiS^iHë Students' Executive Society, 
of /which every undergraduate student of 
MÉGill is a member, exercises complete 
/Control over exti'a-curricular activities in- 
volving the organizing and functioning of 
Students societies, clubs, and social affairs. 
However, as this organization meets only 
twice a year, the real work is carried on 
îi^Mi^-by. a smaller group, the Students' Execu- 
" ^tive Council, the members of which are 
elected from the Student body each ye&v 
by ballot. Each faculty has a representa- 
tive in this council. 

Student government at McGill has 
been very successful in the past and has 
.beèn able to meet practically every con-;

But what necessity is there for- stu- 
dent government? is the question we of 
ten hear asked.

'jpHERE may be differenoee of opinion as to ttié 
absolute value of Brahms', and as to the pro- 
portional Importance of his compositions in respect 
to others, but it is possible, certainly, to play most 
of his compositions as if they were the best of all 
times, particularly if the artist or artists lielieve so 
themsélves. Such was *.hc case with the Montreal 
Orchestra's performance of this composier's 3nd 
Symphony in D. There was abundant proof of 
clear aftd logical reading, and of an oihotiônàl un> 
derstanding of the music as nn artistic composition 
rather than a^ an orchestral exercise.' Winds, strings 
and percufisionfi handled the- 'sympliony^- with' ex- 
quIMte finish and care and proditccd a ma^r- 
piece. 

The remainder of the program took inspira- 
tion from the Brahms, and was played accordingly. 
The Handel Overture in D minor c^ned the con- 
cert; reorchestrated by Elgar, the music loses none 
of the charm of the ,d ^ «d |Blfo(»npoeer. while sound'^ 
ing infinitely richer "SRSopSwer fwm. The high- 
ly modern "Chihren's- Comer Suite" by Debussy is 
simply six snatches of musical humour, scored to 
use winds and strings almost daintily. The last 
item vas the "Urfinus" movement from thé 
"Planets" by Hoist, not quite as bombastic as the 
previously heard "M^ai^ement. not even as, 
interesting melodicallyj^'mt^ictiiresque as program 
music goes.

Although the average . college graduate is sup- 
posedly too idealistic to, consider the financial bene- 
fit of an education when, he is answering that old 
question, "Why I 'oame to CoUege," there will prob- 
ably be quite a few who will be interested to know 
that 'William Atherton Du Puy, the eminent statis- 
tician has estimated that the pecuniary value of a 
college education amounts to $65,000. 

While the high school graduate may expect to 
cam only $110,000 during his life span, the college 
graduate will earn ^$n5.,p0p according to the report 
of Mr. Dii Puy, executive assistant , at the depart- 
ment of interior, wl^o_ has- just completed a otatis- 
tical study of the power of- education. 

At 18 the high school graduate earns $800 in 
contrast to the boy "with only grade school train- 
ing. He will net..an"a.nnijàl income of $1,500 at 22 
which representsrïï^fiiaSimum "df ^t^^^ 
come of a man with grammar school eMcM 
The college graduate begins to earn at the agelîof; 
22, reports Mr. ,Du Puy, ^^1thout taking into ac- 
count the abnormal conditions due to the depres- 
sion. He starts off at about $1,400, which Is less 
than the high schooLgraduate makes at the same 
age, because the latter has been working for years. 
The college graduate's income ^rlses i-apldly by the 
time he reaches 26 years , of age, but that of the 
high school graduate mounts more slowly. When 
the two are between the ages of 43 and 48. the 
college man's income usually comes to a point of 
rapid increase and the high school trained man's 
income is stationai? and his momentum isi slack- 
ened. ^Vhen tlie college man reaches 60 he is earn- 
ing $4,000 a year, and .at 70 his income drops to

ably full strength ahd to make real 
progress. This Is a matter of prid?, 
for in these disordered tlniés it U 
more vital than ever that our institu- 
tions oft higher education should bè 
tnalntalned. If the advantages and 
privileges which only universities can 
supply were to be seriously impaired 
or curtailed, we should place om^elves 
and future generations under a han- 
dicap which must retard, if not cripple 
the intellectual, the social and the 
economic development of tlie country. 
Facing Fresh Epoch 
"Thére is no doubt that we are on 
the threshold of a fresh epoch In his- 
tory, in a world of vast uiirest, the 
next few yean will be elgnlf içaînt^be- 
yond the power of exaggéra'tim.''^iÙ- 
ready there have been many changes 
in our social relation-hips, and mOre 
are sure to follow. Some are dissatis- 
fied wltii the rate of change, others 
with the extent; still others wish to 
wipe out entirely the old systems and 
to make an experiment with some- 
thtiiè new and untried. But to change 
wisely involves a full knowledge and 
understanding of our traditions and 
of those methods and principles whict 
have guided not only CJanada's pro- 
éréss but that of the Mother Country 
as well, and herein lies the inescap' 
able challenge to the Institutions ol 
higher learning. In 'the desperate 
battle of modem life, surely the col- 
lege cannot exist as a mere reservoir 
of knowledge, a storehouse for equip* 
ment, a base of supplies. Rather must 
she be the creator of forces for the 
moulding of human destinies by tho 
promotion of sane, cnUghtened think- 
ing, so that we may appreciate man's 
past experiences, that we may know 
how to relate these ejçperlences to the 
present ahd how to use them as guldei 
posts to the future." 

Financial Situation 
' OealUig with' the financial situation 
of the university, Sir Arthur's report 
says: 

"In my report last year, I instanced 
the measures by which it was hoped 
that during 1932-33 we should be able 
to reduce materially the amount of 
the annual deficit. 

"A recapitulation of income and ex- 
penditures over the last seven years 
discloses tbat the Interest income from 
Investments has dropped from $699,. 
781 In 1936-27 to $459,887 in 1932-33, 
or a loss of nearly $240,000. More 
than $90,000 of this loss in Income, 
i.e., five per. cent, on $1,884,157. is 
caused .^^aAjtetion of capitel account 
due to^wS*nSMBsity of meettag the 
annual deficits: the balance is attri- 
butable to the lower interest-earning 
power 'of our invested capital in thia 
connection It must be. ,arraiembered 
that many actlvitles whidi have add- 
ed considerably to the usefulness and 
prestige of the univetslty were only 
made possible because of the fact^ 
that the Board of Govemors willingly 
sanctioned these recurring tinnual de- 
ficits. 

"It will be observed that shice 1926- 
27 the revenue from fees has Increased 
from $391,794 to $595,497, or more than 
50 per cent. There has not been much 
change in revenue from 'other in- 
come,' although that item has gener- 
ally shown an increase.

mor was a test conducted by Dr. Edith 
Boyd, research worker in pediatrics at 
the University of Mhinesote. A mod- 
ern man. it was found, of average 
height could not get into a suit of Ro- 
man armor. Whether the suit of armor 
chosen for the tests was of ;average 
size, and hot' made for a small-statw- 
cd Roman general was not set forth. 

Dr. Bowles of Harvard did not have 
to go back to the Romans. His re- 
search work was concerned with men 
and women of today as compared to 
men and women 50 years ago. Even 
here his measurements show the people 
of today are both bigger and tuller llian 
their predecessors. Dr. Bowies was 
able to compare fatiicrs ahd sons of 
the same family. 

Medlca^ men and psychologists of 
Minnesota) Vas: ar, and other schools 
have found that students of today ai-c 
from an eighth of an inch to two 
inches taller than the preceding gen- 
eration. Heights and weights are stable 
how, and will be entirely so by the 
time infants of today are grown. 
Modern Environment 
Dr. Boyd attributes this lncrea:c to 
modem envil-onment as opposed to 
that of earlier days— food, exercise, 
and medical iréséarch. 

Students, when asked to comment on 
this, différèd somewhat. One senior 
recalled the luxurious banquets ana 
paunch-fUlIng meals he used to enjoy 
when prosperity was upon the land. 

"As to exercise," he declared, "wc 
couldn't possibly do onythbig but sleep 
after one of those meals."

New Institute 
Topsy-Tiirvey 
For Laymen 

Ithlca, N.Y. — The "paradise for 
scholars," the new Institute for Ad- 
vanced Learning which Albert Etastdn 
has entered at Princeton, Is mathe- 
matically a topsy-turvy world to the 
eyea of the layman. 
• In It parallel lines can make detours 
and the position of the center point 
of m square can be figured out even 
after the square is rumpled so that its 
sides are curved lines and Its center 
doesn't He In the same piano as the 
sides. 

Einstein has not said what mathe 
matlcal problems he will attack. The 
announced policy of this new univer- 
sity, an Institution different from any- 
,, .thing else In Uie United States, Is 

against publicity for the present, 
j^^: Hazy to Scientists 

But the general outline of the type 
of mathematics has been published in 
. the Institute's Bulletin No. 2, The 
; definitions of these mathematical sub- 
^ jects are interesting, the more so be- 
■i cause some of the scientists consulted 
about them said they did not under- 
stand the subjects well enough to ex- 
plam. 

The briefest one Is "spinors." It is 
the mathematics of spinning bodies. 

\ Oddly enough, it embraces all creation 
and possibly certain vague phases of 
living beings. 

It arose from the fact that elec- 
trons, the Inflniteslmally small par- 

;|ticles of matter, are spinning; that 
the almost equally small nuclei of 

("^^iatbms spin; that the earth spins, also 

Ithe sun, and that all the stars in the 
milky way are spinning around their 
nilassed center at a rate estimated at 
.one revolution in 300,000,000 years. 
Man Spins, Too 
The spiral nebulae, the most distant 
objects seen in telescopes, are also 
spinning. And recently a few biologists 

, have found "frozen spin," a tendency 
to turn always in one direction, in both 
animals and plants. 
. Men show it In the direction in 
which they spiral when blindfolded, 
trees in the whorl which characterizes 
the layers of their small cells. 

Physicists and astronomers use the 
mathematics of spinors to explore un- 

r/known fields. Einstein has been one of 
Vhe principal developers of splnor 
mathematics. 

iMany Gconielrlcs 
Another subject is "modern differen- 
tial geometry," which deals with the 
properties of curved lines. There is 
also "projective geometry," wWoh con- 
siders the Intersections of lines and 
particularly points that remain un- 
changed on Unes. Tlien there is "con- 

nformal geometry," which studies the 

I transformation of shapes when there is

Greek Gentlemen 
Of Ancient Days 
Preferred Blondes 



Morgantown, W. Va. — Wter nine 
years of unyielding research. Prof. C. 
;G. Brouzas, head of the classics depart- 
■ment, has almost completed his ancient 
classical project which definitely shows 
;tho preference for the blond type in 
raiicient Greece and Sparta. 
ç"i:':Thls project is not a mere fancy, 
jï^but a thorough study of this subject 
|iby- Prof. Brouzas whose intense en- 
il thusiasm led lilm to this unique under- 
; taking in 1924. Since that time he has 
. devoted his time to searching hundreds 
j.'t)f book-s and references and collecting 
'data with, which he has modeled a 
novel classical development. 
'jàjÛîSamëMscliolars believe that the 
!GreeKs''ïdmlred blond people because 
they themselves were blond, while 
others believe that it was because the 
'Greeks were dark that they admired 
: the blonds," Prof. Brouzas says; "but 
I have ventured the opinion that 'like 
.; attracts like' should be adopted. 
fProf. Brouzas shows in his notes 
that the Greek of Argos at the time 
of the expedition against Thebes, were 
blônds, according to Pindar, a Dorian 
of nobility. The woman of Argos were 
blond according to Appolonius Rhodius. 
This tradition of blondness among the 
heroic people of Greece passed into 
later Greek tradition and many writers 
. described these heroes as blond until 
the Byzantine time when some were 
described as brunettes. 
Claudlan lends emphasis to a former 
^ statement when he related that there 
were beautiful women in Sparta even 
■ In. the fourth century AJ3., and that 
'^i the wife of Alaric was blond. 
?tXthenaeus was also partial when he 
' loudly proclaimed the beauty of the 
blond Spartan women. 
Just to add a few more insults to 
'.the injury of brunettes It has been 
|sald that Theban women were the 
mi»t beautiful of all Hellas and they 
vwere blonds. However, there is some 
compensation for the brunettes as 
Hesoid an old Greek critic, ardently 
declared that only women who were 
outrageously drunk "blondined" their 
locks. 

^iPrdf. Brouzas' search has been very 
t&orpugh and he expects to complete 
«ipvèry.soon. He has uncovered num- 
lerpiis curiosities of many nations 
Sffhich are of Interest for their unusual 
•display of provincial and national cus- 
toihs. Tlieir traditions have been 
scanned and scraped for new matex'lal 
iind out of this research lias come his

Naturalist "Dipt 
Into The Future" 



Seattle, Wash. — Four-toed giants 
bald at twenty and ignorant of the 
bother of wisdom teeth, may walk the 
streets of Seattle and her sister cities 
In $501,933 A. D., H. L. Shapiro indi- 
cated in an article written for the 
November-December issue of Natural 
History. 

Although ho declined to prophesy 
how much taller than we our great 
great ever-so-great grandchildren will 
be, he said that the height - bf liitnUuai 
beings wiil doubtless increase consider- 
ably, citing as proof the evolution of 
the enormous saurions and of man 
himself down to the present. 

The big toe will bear more and 
more of the weight of the body, while 
the little toe will become vestigial imd 
may disappear in some casesijbeXbe- 
lioves. Contemporary ilttlé''^oesP^^âre 
very, very little, ho says, often liaving 
claw-like nails or no nails at all, com- 
pared with the well-nalled digits of 
the apes. 

Bigger Brain-pan 

Shapiro, who is curator of physical 
anthropology in the American Museum 
of Natural History, lias good reason for 
presaging a larger brain-pan, shorter 
skull base and rounder cranium for 
the man of the future. These three 
trends have been definite and contin- 
uous from the lesser apes through the 
gorilla. Pithecanthropus Erectus, . and 
Neanderthal man down to mpdrn 
man. 

Continued degeneration of dentition 
forecast by Shapiro hold.s joy only for 
dentists humanity's teeth will become 
fewer and will decay more easily if 
present trends run their course.. 

Baldness will come earlier and will 
be more extensive. Shapiro thinks, 
although he does not press this claim. 

Man will keep his stomach in Its 
present condi'tlon, discounting theories 
of pill-feeding and blood-stream nutri- 
tion, becaiuie "we modern" eat more, 
if anything, than om- prhnitlve ances- 
tors did, ShapirOiSays.. 

The speculative nature of his dis- 
cussion Is emphasized by Shapiro, who 
warns readera that humanity may be 
destroyed by eruption or carried off by 
disease millennia before his prophecy 
comes true.
